transportation back to Savanllla, to send 
;in army to attack Colon.

The 
Sire fo the warship unroofed one house, a 
!;h< 11 hit ihe tower of the cathedral and 
ijnoiher fell on the house of Frederick 
»ioyd, member of the revolutionary junta. 
ForclKn consuls promptly sent a com- 
mvinioatlon' to the commander of the Bo- 
irota protesting agalri.st his action in open- 
iîiiî fire on the city without giving proper 
luttification of his intention to do bo . 


It was arranged ye.<ïterday the govern­ 
ment troops .should withdraw lo the out- 
sklrt.s ol the town and they did so' during 
tile night. Thi.s morning, however, Colonel 
Torre.s marched the troops to the center 
(if the town, which caused the landing of 
American bluejackets this ,morning. 


The Associated Pre.ss correspondent has 
just had an interview with Cqmmander 
lliihhard of the Na.shvllle,'who .said he 
l)ad offered to re-em bark’the American 
ioree if the government troops would're­ 
ti-rn to their camp on Monkey hill, where 
ihry passed the night. 'J'prres, however, 
refu.sed to return to Monkey \hill, whicli 
I.s- .situated .about a mile from jGolon,,say- 
Hifî the place was too unhealihy for thé 
.sr.idi. rs and that it was necessaVy 'for 
them to come to town. Commander ¡Hiibj 
hard doc.« not think ih e Cqlombian'.trcwps 
will venture to attack the: |>|uejacki^ts; 
who are barricaded î>ehind*:i)aIéS;of cottòil 
in front of the bank and raiIroÀ<l.bùild^n9r> 
The eommander of the Nashville has dis-' 
iribiited about fifty rifle.4 to private ç!tl| 
zens who, with bluejackets, are gùair^ing 
he barricades.

A MANIFESTO.

Panama, 
Nov. 
5.—The 
revolutionaVy 
junta has publi.shed a manifèsto to the 
f Hizens of the republic of Panama, .saylnir 
that the inhabitnts of the isthmus had 
donft what was inevitable in view of a 
.situation which w^as 
becoming 
graver 
dally. The manifesto declares among other 
things that w'hile Panama netted ColOm- 
Ma large .sums of money, “not even the 
most infinitesimal part of the large sums 
collected had been applied toyrard bene­ 
fiting Panama in any sliape or form.” 
The failure of 
the HayrHerran 
canal 
treaty to meet with the apprbvàl of con- 
greHH at Bogota is then-toucheid upon. It 
ii; pointed out that only a few public men 
kwrre opposed to the treaty and that their 
opposition was due to the fact that it was 
alleged Panama would be the only part 
f>f the country which would receive direct 
benefits by building of the interoceanic; 
franai. The manifesto continues: 


“Tho people of the isthmu.s;nn v le ^ of 
thi.s notorious .situation, have decided to 
recover their .sovereignty in order to work 
out their own destiny and to insure .the 
future of Panama in amannèr.ln keeping 
with the evident dejstiny of the country, 
ts vast territory and its riches, iThe Iri-r 
itiators of the movement aspire to assist' 
in this work and also to take part in the 
foundation of a republic where law shall 
be the unfailing guide of those who gov- 
am and those who are governed; where 
iffective peace will be establi8hed,*'atidf1n 
which all interest will join in the work of 
nvilization and progress, which-must- 
iult in perpetual stabiiitÿ.

'Separation of thé Isthmus from Colom­ 
bia wag accomplished' without any feeling 
of hatred or any sentiment of joy. Just 
as a son ,withdrâws from the paternal 
roof, the Isthmian people, taking their 
chosen pathV have separated . themselves 
from Colombia. They did it with grief, 
but^they complied with their supreme, in­ 
evitable duty, that of looking to their own 
future, attending to their own preserva­ 
tion and of working out their own welfare. 


“We, therefore, now begin to form one 
of the free nations of the world. We con­ 
sider Colombia as being a sister nation, 
with which we shall be 
in 
sympathy 
whenever circumstances may require It, 
and for whose prosperity we have the 
mo.st fervient and sincere wishes.” 
ACCEPTED THE TERMS. 
Panama, Nov. 5| 2 p. m.—General Tovar 
and staff, convinced ot the uselessness of 
their resistance to the provisional gov­ 
ernment« have accepted the terms'offered 
by the junta. They will embarkthis after­ 
noon for Colon on an express train and 
will leave immediately on the Boyal Mail 
steamer Orinoco for Cartagena. Arrange­ 
ment to this end was made through the 
efforts of Commander Hubbard of the 
United States gunboat Nashville, Super- 
Interindent Shaller and Assistant Superin­ 
tendent Prescott of the . ^^anam railroad, 
who gtiarantee both párt|fs will fulfill the 
agreement. 
There Is gf^&t rejoicing all 
over the city because!' th« ' stability of 
the republic now seems assured. 
The 
fact that troops were already moving to- 
w'ard the line probably decided Tovar to 
accept the terms of the junta.

ARE ANXIOUS.

Colon, Nov. 5.—Much anxiety prevails 
in all fjiiacters here to day. It is recog- 
niaed the crew of the Nashville would be 
quite inadequate to cope with the situa­ 
tion ashore should serious disturbances 
occur and arrival of the t>lxie is anxious­ 
ly awaited. The Nashville is now prepar­ 
ing to again land a detachment of blue­ 
jackets. 
, Qen. Pompelio CSuitcrez, one of Colom­ 
bia's best generals, arrived here to day 
fxom Cartiagena on board the Austrian 
steamer Jenny. This has in^cnslfled the 
sit^ation immen.sely. Although Colon was 
perfectly quiet last night foreign residents 
here continue to seek refuge on board 
ships in the harbor or iir'biflldlng.?. The 
Panama railroad, which Is an American 
concern, will be protected by forces of 
the United States. 


FORMING ARMY. 


Panama, Nov. 5.—Gen. Ho Jefferies, a 
graduate of We.st Point, has been appoint­ 
ed conmiander of the Pacific flotilla by 
the provisional government, Carlos Con­ 
stantino Airosemena has been made as­ 
sistant .secretary of foreign relations. The 
provisional government has already or­ 
ganized a military division ' of Panama, 
commanded by General Diaz. The soldiers 
forming the division are accustomed to 
niilitary service, having foqght either 
with the government or liberal army dur* 
ing the la.st revolution.

Hispatch Comes From Ooninl« 
CojMtltiillng the New GoVerli* 
ment—Great Brltftfn and Ger­ 
many Will Not Interfere. 


Washington, Nov. 5.—Formal announce­ 
ment has beeA received at the state de­ 
partment by cable from Panama, pf., the 
establishment of a new government at 
that place, which, the dispatch states. Is 
capable of maintaining order. The cable­ 
grams come from three consuls constitut­ 
ing the new government and a^e signed 
by Frederick Boyd, Jos« Augustin Arango 
and Thomas Arias. 


The Associated Presa is informed the 
president probably will make a statement 
to morrow regarding, the provistotutl gov­ 
ernment of the republic of Panam% The 
decision to make an announcenient to 
morrow was reached after a conference at 
the white house to night of the president, 
Secretaries Hay arid Moody, Assistant 
Secretary Lopnitei, Rear Àdntl^f >^t^diAcer 
and Rear Admliiil Taylor, chief of the bu­ 
reau of navigation.«The conference ended 
shortly after 11 o’clock.. 


The Associated Press is enabled to state 
this government will conduct affairs with 
a firm hand in execution of the treaty of 
1846. Orders have been sent various naval 
commanders In the Carrlbean th^t the 
isthmus is to be policed, transit kept open 
and bloodshed must be prevented at any 
cost. 
This is further than the United 
States ever has gone heretofore iand in the 
opinion of officials here Indicates the es­ 
tablishment of the new government at* 
Panama, if it proves stable and orderly, 
will have the good wishes of thé Unitéd 
States and our ultimate recognition and 
co-operation in conducting an orderly and 
permanent government. Advocate.s of con­ 
struction of the canal say this assures the 
execution of that project.

The United States 
is recognized a.s. the power having dom 
inant interest on the Isthmus. Germany 
.has no Incliniatlon or object for the least 
interference and certainly would not do 
anything without knowing in advance 
that it would be agreeable, to thé United 
States. '

President Rooseveit expressed himself in 
the following complimentary letter: 


‘It is with great regret that 1 accept 
yur resignation. I cannot allow the occa­ 
sion to pass without contra|ulating you 
upon the signal success which has mark­ 
ed your labors oh.the'federal bench, and 
I trust the period of retirement upon 
which you are about to enter, and which 
you have earned so well» will be as full 
of satisfaction to you as the period of 
your service was full of usefulness to the 
nation.” 


Washington. Nov. 5.—Senators Allison, 
Aldrich, Spooner and Platt of Connecticut 
arrived to night and. iminedia^tely went 
into conference in Allison’s apartments at 
the Arlington.^ At ¡the conclusion Allison 
said he j^ieved the Cuban treaty would 
be made, operative by .jdlnt resolution.

ARE ENRAGED 


BT RVSSIA'-S PBOCSEDINGS 
AT MVKDEN 


H ie Act CoBsid«Md an Insult 
to HIgrb Oflleials aad the Gov- 
«nineBt—TUk of Declarinir 
W ar On Rntsia. 


Pekin, Nov. 5.—Chinese are more en­ 
raged at Russian proceedings at Mukden 
than they have been by any events since 
the capture of Pekin. Some members of 
the council have advised the dowager 
empress to declare war on Russia and 
send troops to release the Tartar general 
who is detained ùt Mukden, growinir out 
óf the decapitotlon of a Chinese bandit 
who had enlisted in the Russian service, 
but who fell into the hands of’the Chinese 
aftér Russians evacuated Mukden. This 
action of Russia Is considered not only an 
insult to high ofncials, but. insulting to 
the Chinese government itself. Better in­ 
formed officials, however, realize the help­ 
lessness of China and madness of an at­ 
tempt to go to war with Russia, Their 
counsels have hitherto prevailed, though 
there is much baseless war talk in th^ 
native press and among younger Chinese 
officials.

murdering his w^ife by

poison. The young man’s troubles began 
last January, when he was brought to this 
city by aconstable and the father of Miss 
Mahala Galbreath and forced into a mid­ 
night: marriage.

He asked: “Will Canada be content to 
sacrifice her own interests for the inter­ 
ests of English manufacturers? Will she 
consent to renounce her own right of In­ 
dependent action for the sake of empty 
Imperial connection?"

nexation of Canada, he said: *‘Wé do not 
seek It. but if the two countrle.<i ever 
come together it will be with free and full 
consent by the natural law of gravita­ 
tion.”

O bJ^ is to Connect With Coal 
Fields Recently Piircbased i|i 
Sdiithem Illiiieis—Line Maj 
be Biih :ifrom Keokuk Here. 


Another railroad for Jacksonville 
is not only one of the possibilities of 
the future, but from rumors afloat 
Thursday one-of tiie probabilities. ' 
A repre^ntative of the Chicag^, 
Rock Island & Pacific railroad was 
iji the city yesterday and inade ar­ 
rangements with a local>^ liveryman 
for two teams which he exfKîcfs to 
use in driving around the territory 
contigiou« to .Tacksonville relative to 
a study of the 'topography of the 
country. 
He left the city in the 
afternoon, but stated he would return 
next week for the purpose above men­ 
tioned. The Rock Island like numer­ 
ous other roads, lias recently pur­ 
chased exte;nsive coal fields in south­ 
ern Illinois "hnd the problem that has 
confronted this particular road since 
the purchase has been a means of 
access to the fields. 


The Rock Island has an extensive 
system through Iowa, Nebraska, the 
Dakotas and, northern Illinois. The 
nearest point on the system to these 
coal fields, however, is Keokuk, as the 
line running into St. Louis connects 
with western points * rather 
than 
northern. The objective point there-, 
fore is from Keokuk south. 


The object of studying the local 
territory is with reference to a right 
of way and while a direct line drawn 
from, Keokuk to the southern Illinois 
coal fields would run southwest of 
Jacksonville, the topography of Pike 
county is such that it is not at al 
likely that any railroad that coulc 
avoid it would take upon themselves 
the difficult task of leveling the hills 
of that country, as the expense would 
be something enormous. A line drawn 
from Keokuk to Jacksonville would 
run through the counties of Hancock, 
west part of Adams, extreme north­ 
eastern portion of Pike, middle sec­ 
tion of Brown and niythwestdrn part 
of Morgan. 


The road would have to cross the 
Illinois river and if it crossed above 
Mercdosia it is quite likely that the 
soiithwestern portion of Cass county 
would' be entered and the route to 
Jacksonville would then angle south

The St. Louis line was fully ten 
pounds heavier than the Illinois anc 
yet Duckels, Conover and Eilers ha<i 
no trouble in breaking through the 
St. Lpuis line, blocking their kicks a 
number of times. The score shoulc 
have been 0 to 0, as the score was 
made on a rank decision by the St 
Louis referee. The visitors Iiad ad­ 
vanced the bau to the seven yard line 
and on the next play did not gain ; on 
the next the line piled up and the 
man with tlie ball attempted to go 
around the end. Eilers tackled him 
for considerable loss, but Referee Dil- 
lôn brought the ball back to where the 
teams had piled up; this gave St. 
Louis only one foot to*gain for their 
distance. OiiLthe next play St. Louis 
barely made the foot. The ball would 
clearly have been Illinois had the 
umpire^s decision been fair. The vis­ 
itors were caught slugging repeatedly 
and O ^ n , Illinois’ star half back, 
was hit a number of times.

Jish canary by mean» of “bird organs’» 
and the suggestion found jn hearlnji 
the better voiced German canary sfiig. 
The birds pass through a regular 
c'curse of "singing lessons and take from 
three to six hiontlis to "finish. 


The common metliod of training is 
to place the canaries in small cages 
eacii one separated from the ■ next, 
airound the walls of a square room. |^n 
the c-enter of the i))om will bé placed 
a ‘‘bird organ,” an instrument ^me- 
thing like a large musical box, on 
■^hlch the “roll" is playedfi>y a .man 
who sits and turns the handlè." Grad­ 
ually the birds begin to copy the notes 
uniil at last they are perfect. Another 
form of “bird organ” is worked by 
water running through a series' of 
small pip^, and in cases where this 
is used the note acquired Is jcalled the 
“water bubble nóte/' as opiütiséd to the 
“nigbtingale note." 


A better arrangement is • to replace 
the organ with one of the exceptionally 
fine singing canaries, wlio sings gayly 
in bis cage and raises such a wave of 
envy in the breasts çf his hirers that 
they quickly strive to outdo hiin. The 
note of the Harz mountain rollers is 
quite distinctive and unlike that of 
any other variety, and this bird is 
being used by King Edward to train 
his English canaries.

If in Christ then shall we have hope 
in death. We shall have a new body 
conformed to the body of His glory. 
This glorified body is to take the 
place ofthe earthly tabernaple left 
behind. In this future ^ody it is not 
essential to have the sáme atoms We 
Jiave now. Even here we change con­ 
stantly and always. Thé essential is 
to have the Christ life, for it is life 
that fashions and gives form. Even 
here we see the heart and soul life 
expressed open 
the face. If the 
divine spirit can have the right of 
way in the life we have then the hôpé 
of our text may be ours, but not 
otherwise. 
There is little hôjwîvfor 
the one who rejects the spiritual life. 
The profit of the Christian life is in 
this that wc are now preparing for 
the future. We are in. the process 
of creation as to our future b^ing. 
The Christian life has as its ideal tlu; 
highest type and must conform 
thereto. 
This profit is never niore 
clearly seen than at the death of a 
devout Christian.
